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1. AUSTRALIA: (i) Total Males and Females imployed. 


The estimated total employment of wage and salary earners (excluding 
aembers of defence forces, rural workers, and female domestic workers in private 
homes) was 1,867,200 as at the end of December, 1942, comprising 1,283,800 males, °° 
and 583,400 females. The total was slightly lower than November, a docrease of 
4,400 males more than offsetting the increase of 3,600 in the number of females. 

The corresponding figures in July, 1941, were 1,900,300 persons * 1,385,100 males 
and 515,200 females.

Total employment (excluding rural and household domestic) reached its 
maximum of 1,933,600 in November, 1941, just before the entry of Japan into the ware 
herge numbers of men were then called up for military service, and during the next two 
months, total employment decreased by about 27,000. Owing to a large increase in the 
number of females employed, the decline was arrested temporarily in February, 1942, but it 
reappeared thereafter, although the employment of females continued to increase slightly. 
During the last four months, males heve declined by 16,200, females have increased by 
15,300 end total employment has been elnost steady. 
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The entry of Japan into the wer meant calling large numbers of men into 
the Forses, so that, although substantial numbers of men were obtained from rural induse- 
tries and from men who were not previously working as Wage Sarners, employment of men 
(excluding rural workers) comienced in December, 1941, to decline heavily. From the 
end of November, 1941, to the end of December, 1942, the decrease in males employed was 
112,400 averaging 8,600 per month. The decrease during Decewber was 4,400, The 
verieations in male employment since July, 1941, when this series of ostimates was commenced 
may be summarised as follows. August and September showed increasing employment, 10,900 
more men being euployed at the end of Septewber than at the end of July. There® followed 
two months with steady figures; end then two months, December and January, with excesding 
ly heavy decreases, amounting to 31,300 over the two months. The subsequent eleven months 
heve shown regular decreases at a lower lovel averaging 7,400 per month. The decrease of 
4,400 in December, 1942, was approximately: the seme as the average for the last four 
months of 1942. 


The increase in the number of females in employment has partly made up 
for the loss of mon. During the four months, July to November, 1941, their increase 
avereged 5,500 per month, and during the next five months to April, 1942, 5,200 per month. 
Thsre wos little movement in the figures for Vay and June, During the next thres 
months further increases occurred, but the monthly average increase was only 1,800. 
However, October, November and December, 1942, showed substantial increases, averaging 
4,800 por month. /(ai)

Total employment in December, 1942, was 3.4 por cent. less than in 
November, 1941. Amongst the industrial groups, however, munitions, aircraft and 
shipbuilding were 70.7 per cent. above the Nowenuer 1941 level ~ the increase in 
numbers of employees being 50,100 since November, 1941. Shipping and stevedoring was 
slightly above the level for Nevenees 1i41L, and substantially above that Bie July, 
1941 
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1941, but was practically unchanged as compared with the preceding month, November, 
1942, Rail and air transport in December, 1942, had 4,000 more employees than 

in November, 1941, and 500 more than in November, 1942, Government neeei.s had 800 
fewer employees than in November, 1942, although it had 27,800 more than in November, 
1941, due chiefly to the development of Allied Works Council operations. All other 
industrial groups employed fewer workers in November, 1942 than in November, 1941; 
and all, except retail trade, showed a further decline in December, 1942. In rotail 
treco orployces of both sexes were decreasing in numbers until October, 1942, but 
males were practically unchanged in November and increased by 2,000 in December, while 
females increased by over 1,000 in both months. This change of trend will probably 
appear to be a temporary seasonal movement. 


Males: Changes in the various indust riak,.groups which have been taking place since 
November, 1941, may be described as followst- Increases, munitions, aircraft, and 
shipbuilding, rail and air transport; Practically unchanged, shipping and stevedoring, 
government n.e.i. ; Decreases, banks and.insurance, retail trade, "all other" industries 
other commerce and finance, mining and quarrying, other factories and workshops. 
Government n.e.i. shows higher figures than in November, 1941, but this is chiefly due to 
the development of Allied ‘Yorks, as otherwise the figure has remained fairly steady. 

All the above trends were maintained in December with the exception of a seasonal 
increase of males in retail stores, A -séasonal decline caused the decrease in other 
factories and workshops to be larger than usual. 


Females: Since November, 1941, the greatest increases in the numbers of females employed 
have been in munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding, banks and insurance, rail and 

air transport, and government nedeie Increases continued in December in all these 
groups. Females employed in other factories and workshops had changed only slightly fror 
November, 1941, but in December, 1942, they made a sharp seasonal decline. Retail 

trade had 5,000 fewer females in September, 1942, than in November, 1941, but the 
subsequent three months, October-December, showed increases of 200, 1,200 and 1,400 
respectively. 


Masculinity of Employees: The tendency to replace males with females is illustrated 
by the following figures for masculinity of employees (males per 100 females) in July, 
1941, November, 1941, and December, 1942 respectively:= sunitions, aircraft and ship- 
building, 591, 533, 271; o0thor factories, 285, 265, 245;retail trade, 121, 115, 893; 
banks and insurance, 257,224, 123; other commerce and finance, 282, 273, 220; govern= 
ment neGeie, 339, 321, 274; all other industries, 183, 181,133. 


2e STATES: The table on page 4 gives a comparison of estimated employment by States, 
similar to that given in the preceding table for industrial groups. 


In all States except Queensland and South Australia, an increase of 
employment between July 1941, and November 1941, has been followed by a decrease be- 
tween November 1941 and December 1942, 


From November to December 1942, total employment for all States together 
showed a small decrease. A decrease of 3,000 occurred in Queensland, but all the 
other States declined slightly, except New South Wales which remained fairly steady. 
Male employment declined substantially in Queensland ond New South Wales, but was 
little changed in the other States. Females increased in all States, 


Male Employees in December compared with November, decreased more 
than in November, but the decrease was still small compared with the declines between 
November 1941 and August 1942. The largest net decrease in December 1942 was re= 
corded in other factorics and workshops wherg a large seasonal decrease occurred in 
Queensland, and smaller decreases in Western Australia, Victoria and New South Wales. 
Government n.e.i. showed the second largest decrease,due to large declines in Queensland 
and New South Wales. Retail trade showed an increase of males in December in all 


States, instead of the decrease which has been usual of recent months. 


Female Hmployees in December were greater than in November in all States. 
The most important increases were recorded in governmental munition etc. works, retail 
trade end government n.c.i. These three groups showed tho largest increases in all 
States, except in Victoria where females employed in retail stores were not changed 
from November.

The foregoing estimates relate to total employment and are based on 
statistical data obtained from various. sources including Pay Roll Tax returns, and direct 
returns of Commonwealth Government employment. 


3. PAY-ROLL TAX. 

The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns are given without any adjust- 
ment in the appendixes which are attached to this summary. The totals given are those 
for all employers who send regular returns to the Taxation Departments. For the small 
proportion of returns which are outstanding at the closing date each month, the figures 
of the previous month have been brought forward. The returns do not cover all employ= 
ment, as employees of the Commonwealth Government are excluded, and employers who pay not 
mors than £20 per week in salaries or wages do not meke returns. Certain other classes 
of employers, principally religious or public benevolent institutions and public hospitals 
are also exempt. The proportion of all employees who are included varies from State 
to Stete on account of the different neture of the industries in the various States; but 
in genoral the proportion of employees, (other than those of the Commonwealth, and those 


engaged in rural industries, and female domestics in private households), who are included 
in the Pay~Roll Tax returns is about 90 per cent. of the estimated total of males in 
employment, and about 80 per cent. of the females.
